PARLIAME.VTARV AGITATION TOO BLOW. 

The London police ore couvincod there 
is some connection between the \Va|. 
sail Anarchists recently detected in tho 
manufacture of dynamite bombs, and the 
Derlin conspincy. It has been bulicvcd 
from the first that the weapons were intend- 
ed for Germany, although the tinu and 
place of their use had not been developed. 
I'lie (icrman detectives who have been to 
Ilngldiid for several weeks following up the 
W'.ilsall case, aro, it is reported, of the same 
opinion aa those of Scotland Yard. The Wal- 
sall coiispiratora received money from Oer- 
m iny, and were frcipiciitly vis;ite<l by per- 
sons having tho charucteri-t'c appearance of 
(icrman unurchists. The Walyall dynami- 
ters were probably nnt themselves aw^sre df 
the extent of tliu uliaiiiH of which they 
fiHined a link, their biisiiieii.s being chiflly 
the manufacture of we i[)ons to be used by 
others on the continent. In arresting the 
dynamiters and sfiziiig Ihoir ammiiiiilior. it 
is aiiggestcd that the London police may 
have been greatly insi riimrntal in preveiu- 
ing a more serious outbreak than that which 
Riirprisel the (icrman Kmperor on 
Thursilay. Tliat the outbreak wiia 
prematiue is certain, but it is also 
certain it was the result of plans medi- 
tated for fomo time past or since the ex- 
tremists broke olT from the congress at 
Ifalle.

It is reported that tho Berlin polico have, 
among their hundreds of captives, five ol 
importance, and that one ot tliosQ captured 
iu women's dress, under the influence of a 
cold shower bath, persisted in beyond the 
needs of cleanliness, has revealed, or pro- 
tended to reveal, tho designs of tho conspir- 
ators.

Vienna advioca stale that tho Kmperor 
Francis .Josciih is in a ijnandry. His mind 
is set iigainst cjpital punishment, but the 
demand fertile execution of 1 he .Schneiders, 
who dc'coyod the murdered servant, U 
BO strong tiiat tho Emperor is in- 
clined to yield. It is a noteworthy fact 
tliut tho Austrian Kmperor is the only 
European sovereign who has had the mis- 
fortune to niourn one of his own family as 
having met death by execution. This re- 
fers, of course, to tho fate of Francis 
Joseph Maximilian, for some time tho Em- 
peror of Mexico, who was shot hy the 
seittenoo of a Mexican court martial. 
Franois Joseph then suQ'ered euoh agony of 



mind tluit ho decided that lie would never 
be instrumental, if ho could help it, in in 
dieting the same puin upon otheis. Ext'cu 
tions in Austria have been very few and 
capital puiiislinicnt lias practically been 
abolished. The cuso of tho Schneiders, 
however, is so atrocious that tho life penalty 
may be revived.iu their case. 

TIIE DEACON SHOOTINO CASE. 
The D.'acon tragedy calls attention to llie 
French riietlioils of ii <{uisiiion, wliicli aro 
not palatable to tho KngliHh ami Americu ns. 
Mr. Deacon U said to be held in extreme 
aversion for his act by the largo miij'irity of 
the upper society of France. One reason is, 
that M. Abeile, his viotini, was popular in 
the salons, and unolhcr, that llie French 
think Mr. Deacon bhould have allowed lii.s 
wife and M. Abeile to go, if he found Mrs. 
Djacon cared for the latter, or else have 
shot the two of tlicm. A despatch from 
Cannes, it may be added, says Mr. Deacon 
may not have snch an easy acquittal as he 
expects. Tho French code excuses the hus- 
band for slaying, if the parties are found in 
fl igraut guilt, and the whole queaiion will 
IdiigO on this issue, Mrs. Deacon 
being prepared, apparently, to testify 
that M. Abtilo wua not guilty, 
on the occasion ut least, when ho met his 
death. A Paris letter stales that in that 
city sympathy leans strongly towards M. 
Abeile, and that inlluenco is being brought 
to bear on the authorities to commit Mr. 
Deacon with proper severity. If it is shown 
as intimated by Mrs.. Deacon, that her hus- 
band had connived in any way at their re- 
lations, the jury will find that the killing 
was nob justidable, and recommend a term 
of imprisonment. The influence of every 
cavalier servient in France, is thrown 
against the avenging husband, besides 
there is tho prejudice of nation- 
ality, tho l''rciich being extremely 
Clannish in any issue between a I'rench- 
inan and a foreigner. Tho np])arcnt fiiend- 
liiiess of tho .Jiigc d'lnslruction aiiil of the 
jailors amounts to nothing. It is the cus- 
ton. of the Frencii examining niagistratu to 
worm out all that he can of a prisoner by 
appearing pleasant or otlu-rwiBc, and the 
same is tho v,-ay of tho police. Mr. Dea- 
con's friends feel very anxious as to his 
prospects.

Tho victim seldom waits for a 
second visit.

OUimCn DISESTABLISHMENT. 

In Parliament tho Home Rule case ia 
winning strengtli every day, and tho (lov- 
ernment is showiog signs of greater weak- 
ness than at any previous time iu it a long 
extended career. Tho escape from defeat ou 
Welsh disestablishment was very narrow, 
and tho vote had ^caused great and justifi- 
able alarm in church circles, and well it 
may, for it really was an attack on the 
Cliurch of England. There ia no Church of 
Wales, tho WeUh sees are part and parcel 
of the Kiiglifli church, and to iliaestablish 
th'jm is Id disestalilish in part tlie Cnurohni' 
JCnglantl. Fnim disc stnblithmcnt in Wales 
to diacstabli.'iliinciit in tho remainder of 
Southern Britain, is not a distant step. 
mfliCTS 01' THE COAL -STUIKr.. 

The eirects of the coal strike are becnmiti.L,' 
alaruMugly widespieud. Ten thou.'iaiul 
inineia iu Norili WuUs have joined tlie 
movement and have given notice that thoy 
will go oat on tha I2th of March, unless a 
satislaciory settlement of tho dispute ia 
sooner arranged. The iron districts will 
s'lon experience a general paralysis unless 
the outjiut cf the mines is restored. In 
iMidillesboro and the Cleveland distriota, 
eighty-five funiaces, having but three days' 
sup|)ly of coal on hand, hire notified their 
employers that a shut down will in all prob- 
abil.ty be necessary. Similar notices have 
been given in other districts. Coal ia rising 
in price, and a further rise in price of three 
shillings per ton is expected lo bo made ou 
Monday. In all hraiichoa of manufacture 
the eUccts of the coal strike are already in 
some degree manifest, and serioua results 
are apprehended in tlic near future.

Bi'.ltl.l.v, Feb. 27.— This afternoon was 
passed in comparative quiet, and the look- 
out was so peaceful that a number of police, 
aomd'of whom had been on duty 34 hours, 
were allowed to go home. Shortly after 
ala'rming rumors gained circulation and the 
police were again summoned to duty. It 
was reported from all parts that the unem- 
ployed workingmeu were gathering at 
various points, and that thoy woro in a 
menacing mood. A renewal of the worst 
features of the riotous outbreak was 
feared, and not only was the entire police 
force summoned, but the troops were kept 
ninsscd in barracks. Towards C o'clock the 
autlioiitics decided to take the aggressive 
and clear tho streets, (general orders were 
accordingly issued to disperse nil gather- 
ings. Tho polico gladly aallicd forth, know- 
ing that upon the success of their ill'orts 
(lependeel the prospect of their being releas- 
ed for much needed rest. Tho word "gatli- 
eiing'' was very liberally construed; where 
two or three were gathered together there 
was a policeinun in the midst of them very 
shortly. The pcauablo citizens quickly took 
tho hint and sought the Geclusion of 
their dwellings. Those who were ■ out 
ou evil bent, wero not so easily intimidated. 
A group would disperse after a conll.ct only 
to form agaio, not far away, and renewed 
their defiance. Few arrests were attempted , 
as it was deemed bettor to disable, or at 
least to dishearten the rioters by. the free 
use of cluba and awords. The most serious 
eaoottutera were in the Rnaenthaler and 
Brunner Strasae, in the Nortlicrn districts 
of the city. Here scores were wounded, a 
large number seriously. The oliiecrs did 
not escape unluiit, as the mob wore well 
ariiicil with sticks and stones, and occasion- 
ally (lid ell'eclivG work; one by one however, 
the disorderly crowds were vanciuislicd and 
the streets cleared. The last mob was put 
to flight about nine o'clock. Since that hour 
the city has been quiet. The polico have 
condemned a number of streets and forbid- 
den tho inhabitants of certain quarters to 
leave their housca. Though no renewal of 
the dislurbanco ia looked for within the 
city, to night, the authorities are not re- 
lieved from anxiety. Tho President of the 
polico received .a letter, this evcniii.', 
v.'iiniing him that riotously dis- 
posed persons were gathering out- 
siele of Berlin and threatening to 
march upon tho city. The prerident at 
once co.,imunicatcd this fact to the military 
coinmaDder, and the entire force of gend- 
ainies iu tho Neider Birrin district was 
placed under arms. At the same time the 
guard stationed around the Teglo shooting 
ranges, wliere there there iaa largo quantity 
of powder and dynamite in store, was in- 
creased three-fold. Tho president of police 
states that he has not been able to confirm 
the statements niado in tho letter of warn- 
ing, but he will take all preoaatioDB against 
an invasion of suburban syspathizera. 
Meaiiwliile, the police aie all on duly, their 
only solace being tho prospect that they 
may ere long have an opportunity 
of wreaking vengeance upon the mob 
for causing them no much overwork and loss 
of sleep. Arrangements have been made, 
liy a system of reliefs, to give tho men 11 
few hour during tho night, so long aa no 
outbreak occurrs. It is likely that the oc- 
currence of "the .Sunday holiday will bo 
taken advuntago of as an occasion of at- 
tempted afsctnblago and discussion of griev- 
ances. This attempt, it is believed, will 
not he tolorated by tho authorities, ond the 
police will d mbtlesa bo kept busy through- 
out the Sabbath hours in keeping the 
treoia and parks olear of isrowda.

Tlitj K. & N. Co's New Steamer, a 
Litho of Which Accumpauies 
To-day's "Colonist." 



Accurate Description of Her Rnerinos 
aud Machinery— To be Completed 
July 1st. 



With to-day's issue of the Coi.osisx every 
reader is presented with a handsome litho 
graph piolnro of the K. and N. Company's 
new steamer now building on TurpePs way's. 
This steamer is intended to ply between 
Victoria and Comox. Sho has been built 
on almost the aamo lines as Iho City of 
Kingston, which runs between hero and 
Sound ports, the only dillerenco being ■ that 
the now vessel is to have twin propellora 
while the City of Kingston is only a single 
screw. Of course the former will be aon e- 
what smaller than the Kingston, but she 
will ba a speedy boat, will have ample 
freight and passenger accommodation, and 
will be very handsomely and sorvicoably 
fitted up. She is to be iSO feet keel with 30 
feet beam, built of choicest; British Colum- 
bia timbers. The cabin accomnioda'.ion, 
with the exception of the largo ladies' cabin 
und dining room, which is aft on the main 
deck, is on the passenger deck above, with 
a prmnoiiado all around tbe vessel ; so that 
besides being a lirat-claas boat for the 
regular service, tho now steamer will bo a 
favorite for e.KCuraion parties, etc., if avail- 
ub'e for such purposes. 

Ihe ennines and boiler for the new boat, 
have been built at tho Albion Iron Works, 
in this city. They consist of two boilers, 

10 feet C inches iu diameter, by 10 feet in 
length, with three furnaces 30 inches in 
diameter, und l.'iO tubes of 3i inches 
diameter. Tlio boilers are buiU of steel 
throughout, thriplo riveted in some parts, 
and built to carry 115 lbs., steam pressure 
per square inch. Thfro will bo two 
sets of tompound foro and aft surface con- 
densing engines, with air pumps attached, 
but independent circulating pump. Tho 
cylinders arc 10 inch high, 32 inch low 
pressure, with 2-1 inch stroke, buli'.ncc high 
prcaauro valve, balance built cranks and 
direct acting steam reversing gear. The 
bliafts will all be covered with brass outside 
cf hull, and the stern beatings and brackets 
will bo of bruss, also the' propollors, which 
are seven feet in diameter, and will bo made 
of ni ingineae bronze. There will bo in ad- 
dition an electric light plant with a c ip icity 
ot IfiO lights, eanil.iry pumps, tiro jiumps, 
e'c , also steam cargo hointrng engine for- 
ward. In fact, the machinery will be com 
I'lete in every detail, and of the latest 
des'gn. 

The hull of tho now steamer will probably 
be ready fer iHUnohing in about a n.niith, 
and will then bj lilted up at once, so as lo 
go in service aa soon after .July lat- as 
potaible. As yet, no name haa b- en given 
li»r, but an appropriate one will be :ho!-en. 
Wiien ready for Ijuaims?', tho new bo it 
will rank aniongat the luieat of the Victori.i 
fleet.

An<l what is tliia outcry by anticipation 
raised about? The chungo in the represon- 
tilion is to be very alight indeed, so alight, 
in fact, when the whole Dominion ia consid- 
ered, as to be almost imperceptible. Four 
members are to bo taken from tho Mari- 
time I'rovinces and divided between the 
cities of Montreal and Toronto and the 
I'rovinco of Manitoba.

Vet, if the 
Times ia to bo believed, tho Govfrnment 
will re arrange the representation so as to 
do tho greatest possible harm to the Liberal 
party. It is very absurd to see tho Opposi 
tion crying out in this outrageous way bo 
fore it is hurt. 



BIUTIsn COLUMBIA'S WANTS. 



CONDEMNATION BY ANTICIPA- 
TION. 



When we said, on Friday, "No matter 
what care ia taken in making tha redistri- 
bution, or l-.ow desirous the Oovcrnlnent 
m^y be to treat all the provinces, and every 
part of each province, fairly, the men in 
power will be accused of attempting to 
-iitrengtben their own party," wo did not 
' think that the Opposition organ, in this 
oity, would make all the hasto it could to 
prove the truth of what we said. liut it 
has taken tin:e by tiio forelock, and, tefoie 
the Government has had time oven to com- 
msnco the consideration of the matter be- 
• fore it, or has given the slightest iodioation 
of the course it intends to pursue, that 
organ has uttered ita condemnation. Tiiia 
judgment by anticipation, li cliaructcribtic 
of tho Opposition. As soon as a (juestion ia 
mooted, its organs proceed to impute 
motives to the Government, to predict the 
.roourso it will pursue, and, on. the strength 
•of their Own baseless surmiara; to find it 
guilty of all sorts of political naugbtibess. 

In pursuance of this peculiar policy the 
Times said, on Friday : 

" That the redistribution will be carried 
out honestly and with a view to fair repie- 
' .sontntion alone is not to be expected. Tho 
Abbott Government has inherited the vi- 
cious insiincts of its predecessor, buing 
practically the s'une material, and may bo 
depended upon to givo itself unfair advan- 
tages where possihio, even at the expense of 
.tho public interests." 

It is a maxim of Biitish justice that a 
man must be considered innocent until lie 
has been proved to be guilty, but tho Grits 
regard this as an utterly unreasonable exer- 
" «1bo of the charity that thinlceth no evil. 
They believe in condemning their oppon- 
•ents on general principles before they have 
done; or have had the opportunity of doing, 
.wrong. It is no wonder that tho country 
is diaguslcd with tbeni and their methods. 
- It suited our contemporary to a!sert that 
the Abbott Government hud in- 
herited vicious instincts, and, without 
pausing a single moment to consider 
. whether there waa any senso or truth in the 
assertion, it proceeded to givo it all tho pnlj- 
lieity it was able. Anyone who o.^aniin 
the record of the Abbott Government— and 
it is a very short one — will look in vain for 
the sHgblcstevidenceof " vicious instincts.' 
Ita policy from the very first has been the 
reverse of vioioua. It has done so much to 
secure an honest administration of the affairs 
of tho Dnm'nion lliat it has extorted praise 
even from its opponents. The results of the 
bye eleotiona show very clearly the opinion 
■formed of its honesty and its desire to do 
what ia right, by tho people of Canada. 
They have seen that the policy which it has 
pursued under circnmstaneea of uncommon 
ditliculty has been tho reverao of vicious, 
and they have therefore given it an amount 
of support which was unexpected both by 
its friends and its enemies. It is not to bo 
supposed that a course dictated by "vicious 
■ instincts " would have received tho immedi- 
ate and tho hearty approbation of tho elec- 
tors of the Dominion. 

Is it to bo expected tho'c anything which 
tho Abbott .Qjiyornmanfc can possibly do will 
not be denoitnced ilnd oondemned by critics 
■so devoid of all sense of jiiatice and so deaf 
to the promptings of ordinary; fair play as 
our so-called Libsral contemporary 7 It, 
with a sort of malignant discretion, puts 



We are sorry to see that Mr. Earlo thinks 
it necessary that the representatives of 
Victoria shmdd keep " hammering " away 
a^E the Government in order to obtain justice 
for Victoria and for tho rest of the Province 
of British Columbia. This province should 
get what it needs, and what in justice it 
has a riyht to, without its representatives 
being required to make strong and frequent 
applications to the men in power. BritiaU 
Colunibia deserves well at tho hands of the 
Federal Government. It has, in the first 
place, rich resources which require devel 
opment, and it is the duty of the Govern- 
ment to aid in the development of these 
resources. In the second place, it is the 
best revenue-producing province in pro- 
portion to its population that there is in 
tho Dominion. Common justice demands, 
therefore, that its requirements should be 
attended to. And British Columbians ask 
nothing more from tho authorities in Ottawa 
than is clearly their right. ' 

Victoria needs better public buildings. 
There is nor, we venture to saj', a city in 
Canada which contributes half as much to 
the Federal Treasury that has not a hand- 
somer and more commodious Post Olllcc, 
and a Custom house better suited to ita 
needs. We think that the Victoria mem- 
bers should not be required to do more than 
make a comparison between Victoria and 
the cities of Eastern Canada in tho-e re- 
spects to obtain an appropriation sufficient 
to place the city they represent on a level 
ai regards public buildings with 
c"ties of the same revenae-prodncing 
power, in the East. This is all that 
they ask, and it should require no 
"hammering" on their part to induce the 
M.uiatry to give them what tliey want. 

Tlie same may bo said with regard to 
harbor improvements. Vietorii'a riprcaen- 
tatives should not have to ask twice in 
order to get tho money required 
to put the harbor in gooJ condition. W'c 
know of m scajjurt, in tho iJominiuii 
in which so much has bocn dune 
by private cnterpiiac to provide it with 
harbor accommodation as in Viiiloria, and 
tho public spirit of a mercanCile firm ought 
to be encnuraged and supplemented by 
liberality on tho part of the Oovermreut. 

Supplying tho coast of British Columbia 
with buoys, buacona and lighthouses ia a 
work which ahonl.l be energetically and 
cheerfully done by tho Dominion (iovern- 
ment. Mo part of the sea coast of the 
Dominion needs these essentials to safe 
navigation so urgently, and no part ia worse 
provid-.'d with them. Tlicro is a largo 
stretch of the northern oast of the province 
witliDut a single buoy or mark of any kind 
to guide the navigator. The trade of the 
northern coast is continually increasing, 
and the want of buoys and lights is more 
and mo e felt every year. 

A hydronraphic survey of tho coast, too, 
ia badly needed. W'l; h ive been informcil 
by one of the nin.'-t intL-Uigent sea captains 
ou tho coast that there is not a ch.irt of a 
very considetitble pirt of it that can bo 
depended upon. This ought not so to be 
and if the dtep sea fnheries of tho province 
are developed during tho next few years aa 
wo believe they will Iil-, '.!ic want of reliable 
charts will be the oauso of many disasters. 
We trust that our rcprcsontativea will not 
lose sight of this matter. 

Justice, too, should bo done to Victoria 
in tho matter of tho Northern mail service. 
It is a reproach to the Dominion that there 
should bo settlements and trading and lish- 
iu,:^ stations on the coast which do a consid- 
erable business- business that is certain as 
time progresses to become much moro con- 
siderable — without any mill facilities that 
can be depended upon. Choeae-paring 
economy in a matter of this kind is tliu 
worst kind of extravagance. British Colum- 
bia mcnihers should not be dididont in prees- 
ing the claiina of tho province with respect 
to theao and other mutters. Its population 
ia rapidly increasing, and every dollar laid 
out in providing its inhabitants., with the 
public conveniences needed to develop its 
rcsourcea will bo certain, and that, too, bo- 



NOT A CURE, 

Our Ottawa oorrespondant tells us that 
the Hon. Mr. Lauricr has handed to tho 
ch'iirnian of the caucus of his party, his 
resigoatiOn as ita leii'dac^ Wo are not sur- 
prised at this. It is more than possible 
that murmurs have reached Mr. Laurier's 
ears, uttered by prominent Liberals, to tho 
cllcet that if the party had another and a 
better loader, it would be more suceeasful. 
There arc always growlers in the party, 
who, after a series of rtivorses, demand a 
victim. They are generally ahallow think- 
ers. They do not posscsj sulTicient discern- 
niont to see tho true cause of their party'a 
disasters, and thoy arc ready to throw the 
blame of them on their leader. A leader of 
high spirit ia diagusted with tho complaiuta 
of thcso growlers, and, aa soon as he de- 
cently can, ho gives them a chance to put a 
man, whom thoy consider batter than ho, in 
his place. Thu disgruntled faction maJc 
the Hon .\lex. Mackenzie's life a burden to 
him. The snarlings and earplugs of the 
malcontents reached tho cars of Mr. Blake, 
after he had somo ticno occupied the posi- 
tion of leader, and now it is much more 
than likely that senseless fault-finding has 
had the elVoct of causing the Uon. Mr. 
Laurier to abandon tho thankless task of 
attempting to lead the Grits. 

There is talk of putting Sir Richard Cart- 
wright nt tho bead of tho Liberal party, 
and a rumor is current that Mr. Movvat is 
to bo asked to take the unpleasant and diffi- 
cult position. But what tho Canadian 
Liberals want is not ao much a change of 
leader aa a change of spirit. Tho causo of 
the parly'a reveraes is in the parly itaelf, 
and not in ita leader. The party wanta 
more patriotism, more liberality, more en- 
lightenment. It ia too narrow in ita views, 
ana the aims of the great majority of its 
members, are altogether too low. They 
are hopelessly out of loujh with thinking 
and patriotic Canadians, and are every year 
getting more like a faotion and less like a 
party in the British sense of the term. To 
none are the narrowness and the srnallncsa 
of tho Grits more unpleasant and more 
aggravating than to somo of tho Liberals 
themselves. As long as the Liberals possess 
tho spirit which inspires tho greater num- 
ber of them, as long as theniajority of them 
continue Grita, they will derive no benefit 
from change of leader. We have seen 
that Mr. Blako was less aucccasful than Mr. 
Mackenzie, anil that Mr. Lauricr is even 
less Bucceasfnl than Mr. Blake. It does not 
require a prophet's inspiration to foretell 
that, if Sir Richard Cartwrigbt i* chosen 
leader in placo of Mr. Lauricr, he will be 
still more unsuccessful than either of his 
preijecessors. He has all tho faults of tho 
narrowest, the bitterest, and the most un- 
patriotic of tho Grits, without any of the 
virtues that charactcriz3 the best class of 
Liberalsi Cartwrighlism is another name 
for Gritiam in its nvost fot bidding form. 
The ''-Jonah " of the Liberal parly is not an 
Indtvidftal, it is On eVilspirit, and tho man 
who has the power to exorcise it has not 
yet appeared.

VICTOlUA THE TERMINUS. 



Tho Pi'oj(?ct of tho Aberdcpii ami Vic- 
toria Company to Kstablish Cou- 
lU'ctiou Witli the N-lMl. 



An Inllueutial Dele§:atioii Visits this 
City to Explain the Company's 
Keheme. 



Samuel Bonn, Vioe-Presideiit ; M. J. 
Cochrane, solicitor, and W'. P. Book, one 
of tho trustees of the Aberdeen and Vic- 
toria Railway Company, form a committee 
of tho atockholders of that projected road, 
appointed to interview tho leading residents 
of Viotoriai They arrived over by tho 
Puget Sound stoiiner, yesterday morning, 
spent the day in making uCquaintanoes, and 
will probibly remain until Wednesday or 
Thursday next. 

Juat what Victorians are expsoted to do 
to secure tho Northern terminus of the new 
short lino, has not yet been stated. As one 
incniber of the railway committeo puta it, 
they arc simply feeling the pulse of Vic- 
toria at present, and out of this operation 
something definite is expected very soon. 

The Al)i rilceu & Victoria Railway com- 
pany has been in.;orporated iu Washington 
lo build a railway through Chehalia, Mason, 
.lelleraon, Clallam, Pacitic, Walikiakiim, 
Lewis, Thurston and Cowlitz counties. The 
capital stock is J'J.oOO.OOO, and the iucjr- 
porators are; J. M. Wcallicrwa.x, .Samuel 
lienn, A. J. West, Kugeno France, W. 1'. 
IVook, C. T. Wooding, C. K. Perkins, K. W. 
Cuniiuings, John (1. Lewis, .Sanford Shoe- 
maker, Alexander Young and K. T. Dalney. 
The headquartera arc at Abeideen, where 
the uiajoriiy of the stockholders are heav- 
ily interested iu timber claims and saw- 
mills. 

It may bo information to some that Aber- 
deen is a busy town, ab the head of Gray's 
harbor, Jo which thp trains of the Northern 
Pacific Railway Company are now running. 
From this port nineiy-eight million feet of 
lumber were shipped last year, and there 
are thousands upon thousands of square 
4niloa of magnificent timber to tho north- 
wiird of Oray's harbor which the construc- 
tion of tho road to Victoria will bring 
tributary to the Aberdeen mills. Besides 
the timber land, tho new road is expected 
to open up rich agricultural country in tho 
valleys ot all the rivers cmptjiog into the 
Pacific, between Gray's harbor and the 
Cape — notably along the Homptulya and 
the Quillayuto. The uplundq, along tho 
line, are also known to be free from gravel, 
and it is expected will develop into tho 
best of farming land when tho forests 
have been removed. Besides farming and 
timber land, it is expected that rich coul 
and iron mints will be reached by tho Aber- 
deen & Vietoria, to that three great indua 
tries will bo drawn upon to support ihe 
projected road, which, in return, will assist 
in their development and find a market for 
the products ot forest, farm and mine. 

Tikiiig Aberdeen tor their starting point, 
tho prospoctii g surveyors have blocked out 
the route lor Aberdeen almost directly 
north, some ninety miles of rail being re 
quired. At first, the track ia to follow tho 
course of tho Hompulys ; then it skirts the 
sea coast for a considerable elistanco, and 
then ascends the valley of the Quillayuto to 
some point convenient to Victoria, which 
will be tho Wasliington terminus of the con- 
necting feiry liue. Port Crescent is the 
only iioint yet spoken of. 

The great advantage to be gained by Vic- 
toria iu the construotion of the road will be 
in securing connection with the Xoriliern 
PaciQo now operating to Aberdeen. Though 
tho projected road will bo a feeder to tiie 
great transcontinental lino, it has no con- 
nection with tho N. P. R.

New Wesiminstuk, Feb. 27. — Tho stock 
of witnesses before tho royal oominisaion 
has nearly given out, and Mr. Wilmot an- 
nounced that the sittings, in all probability, 
would end on Monday and adjourn to Vic- 
toria. Mr. Higgins arrived, to-day, and 
was in attendance. Medical tcslimony was 
given re. ofl'.il, Dr. Sinith saying that it was 
not injurious to the health of those drink 
ing tho water, and Dr. Fagan expressing tho 
reverse opinion. 

James A. Laidlaw : Have been a resi- 
dent of British Columbia for thirty years, 
and a canner for liftccii years. OH\il is not 
injurious to fish ; most of the ollal is cou 
aumed by Fcaveiiger lisli, houco it is not in 
jurious to human health. Tho hatchery is 
a good inatiiutiou ; thiuU that more liaioh 
eriea aro needed; am iutcregted in an oil 
factory ; it is unprofitable as a biiaiuesa 
venture ; about 1,000 gallons were pro- 
duced, which sold at about thirty-fivo 
cents per gallon. Tho canneries that 
supplied ofl'al for tho oil factory were liic in 
number. The first year of iny ciniiiiig 
business was a failure, but since tlieii tlier 
have been profitable years; bavo had a 
many aa 40 licenses; think that less than 2i 
licenses would place oanners at the mercy of 
tho fishermen. Our own fiihennen, work- 
ing longer hours, catch moro . fish than the 
contract fishermen do; have no objection to 
tiahermen getting liccnaea; havo no objec- 
tion to any new canner getting a license; 
the batcheriea are a good thing, and there 
should be more of them. The Sunday close 
law is right; a uniform licenae fee should 
exist on tho Fraser, but the northern can- 
neries aro not boneittted by tho hatchery, so 
that they should not pay tho same aa the 
Fraser river canners. 

George Horborb Cooper, master mariner, 
fourteen years n, resident of British Colum- 
bia ; had been a fisherman since his yo'.uh ; 
built and equipped the steamer Dreid- 
naught for fishing in all .porta of- British 
Coluiubirt. Applied for a license but was 
refused, because, as tho inspector siid, he 
v.a3 well enriugli oil" without one. Lie had 
a license in ISSl as a Biitish subject, to liili 
on tho Columbia River by paying a feo of 
.?."); had to sell his steamer, valued at So, 000, 
because his intentions were thwarted by the 
action of the inspector ; had been foreman 
of fishing camps; a fair average cati:h of 
fish per day for each boat is from ."00 to 
000; a cood seasons work, is from 8,0U0 to 
12,000 fiali per boat ; had seen considerable 
(luautitiva of spoiled fiali thrown away ; 
was oonvcraant with the whole process ot 
canning and fiahing; tho average weight of 
sockeygs is a triQo over ai.ic pounds. One 
fish will make from four to five cans. 
From 100 to 200 is the number of employes 
in a cannery; from five to seven are white, 
tho others being principally Chinese, who 
receive §1.25 per day. One year with 
another, about 15,000 cases is tho average 
pack per cannery. Twenty boats would 
perform the work necessary to pack that 
quantity. OfTul is not injurious to fish, 
as it is readily consumed by the seavanger 
fiiih; it is not nearly so bad as dec'nmpost d 
whole fish. Fish from up the river lloat 
down in millions and lie on the banks of tho 
river. OfTul. is not dangerous to licaltb; 
however, it should bo discharged in deep 
water. Oil factories aro successfully oper- 
ated on the Columbia river at Astoria, and 
witness hud no doubt that in the hands of 
experienced men a fajlory cnuld be made 
remunerative here. Tlie Sunday close law 
is t;ood; there arc no white salinon in tho 
CoTumliia river; white Ealinon uro not id- 
waya good to cat; in the spring they 
are best ; they are ciught with the red 
salmon and are usually thrONvn away. 

Thoir.aa Cunningham, a rc-identof Uritish 
Columbia since 1S,'5!I, farmer and fruit 
grower, said that oll'al after it is treutfd in 
the oil factory is valuaiile as a fertilizer. 
When offal is allowed to be in tho rivtir it is 
not only iojurioua to health, but it effecta 
dairy stock by tainting tho milk ; it also 
affects the q^Bality of Poik, so much so, as 
to make it unmerchantable. Could consume 
about 50 tons of fertili:'.or if it could be 
obtained ; wottld urge that dead fi^h be 
utilized or treated in such a way that they 
would be valuable as a fertilizer. Had 
heard of cases, of typhoid fever resulting 
from offal ; would limit tho number of 
fislierinrn'a licenses, and they should not 
be transferable ; wouM like a striet obser- 
vance of the Saliba-.ii day by fi.-ihermcn ; the 
hatchery is beneficial.

Thogatheiin 
years have dealt very generously with 
Gene, and be is growing to resemble mo. 

" Yes," ho said, in that rich, deej), 
melodious voice of hia, a voice that would 
win tho chick-a dcc-dees down from the 
bushes — •" yes," he said, coloring up wi 
.boyish delight, "several jjeoplo have 
spoken of it. You do not mind it, do you 'I 

" Oh, no," 1 said. •' Anything that 
gives you pleasure pleases and delights mo 
almost to death." 

It was quite a good many years ago 
that Field and I met in Denver. I had 
some pelts to market ono spring, the win 
tor having been very severe on my stock, 
killing two nut of my herd of three cattli 
by its severity. Fearing to trust the ardu 
ous task to other hands, I took tho pelts 
tnyaelf, together with an articleon "How 
to Write on an Empty Stomach Without 
Pain,"

I went to Tho Tribune, which has since 
been swallowed up by The Republican. 
It viaa edited 0. 'H. Lothacker, since 
dead, and bad Charlie Raymond at tho 
counter, Field where he could be driwu 
on at a mome'it's for anything from a 
poem on " Thought" to an obituary of 
tlio Ahkoond of Swatt, and Fred iSkiffto 
aid and abet tho others ; and Tom Dawson, 
now at Wash ngton and as fat as the thin, 
piping voice of a passe prima donna, gave 
dignity to tho paper. 

Mr. Field's room was entirely papered 
with cnvel()[)es, each of wliich hung on 
the wall by its flap, like a well merited 
rebuke on tlie brow of beauty when ad- 
ministered by my coworker in the drama- 
tic field, Colonel .John L. Sullivan. 'J his 
was Gene's sorapbook. He has since se- 
cured letters patent on it, but is ke])t 
busy.fightitig .iufcingemeuts. It consist^ 
simply of a bus of niaiiilla envelopes, each 
of which, when called into use, contains 
the scrap with title on outside of enve- 
lope. Then the owner, with a deiteroua 
movement of the damp tongue, prepares 
tho flap of the envelope and deftly sticks 
it to the wall. When Field required any 
of these envelopes ho would wallcarouhd: 
tlie room, reading tho titles, till ho camo! 
to what ho wan ed, and if it happened to 
bo out of his reach, ho would call Mr. 
Skifl", who is a very tall man, and mount- 
ing on his shoulders would soon have it 
down. 

J was introduced , to Field by Colonel 
William 'Lightfoob yisaOherj of'Kentuoky, 
"who was then running a bright little 
paper called "Hollo I" It was cut off by 
tho central offlce about two weeks after- 
ward, 'and folding his little tired hands 
over its palo, calm face, its little scare 
head fell forward on its form and all was 
Still save the mufiled remarks of the 



printers' towl or the dying echoes of the 
hammer as Colonel Visscher hnished nail- 
ing another political lie. 

Field welcomed mo heartily to Denver, 
and taking his foot out of a large hole in 
tho wall which he had bored with his 
heel — a fashion he bus yet while oi gaged 
in thouL^ht — ho rose to his feet and catch- 
ing apprehimsively at tho waistb;ind of 
his trousers ere it was too late to put his 
suspender back ^ver, his shoulder again 
with a sigh of relief and grasped mo 
heartily by tho. hand. While at work 
Mr. Field removes a great deal of his 
clothing. Sometimes when a poetess 
calls on him suddenly while at work he 
imly has time to stick hi.s limbs into the 
dra\yers of his desk and run his head 
through a vile coiitomporaiy, allowing it 
to droop down over his sliouldera, before 
some great warbler from the tall grass of 
the literary field ehters the room. 

Ho asked me to be seated, pointing to 
the only chair in his ofliee, barring his 
own. 1 began to remove iho exchanges 
of which there wore a great number, but 
he said : "iSiever mind the this, that and 
the other papers. Sit down on them. 
Everybody else does." So 1 sat down on 
them, loan remember it yet. There 
was no seat in tho chair, and so I passed 
on rapidly till I stiuck the floor with 
much feeling. 1 never saw any ono feel 
.sadder than Field did over, that, for he 
never could bear to give any one needless 
pain. 

Once he loft a hotel in Denver and 
went dlaewhore because, as ho said to the 
proprietor, ho had thoughtlessly, while 
asleep, rolled over on several li'tle crea- 
tures in his bed, crushing the life and 
lights and fragrance out of them, and he 
would pay hia bill, please, and go else- 
where, where he would not give pain to 
the smallest or smellest of God's crea- 
tures. ' 

So ho went away to another place, for 
Field has a tender bea: t. 

Mr. Stone, who used to own Tho 
News, but who is now a banljor and has 
•,'leasant relations with dividends and 
first mortgage bonds and preferred stock, 
said that three b(jys hung around his 
ofijce once for several days, attracting 
his attention by their brighlneas and 
pathetic at d hungry 1 ok, till at last he 
enquired about them, for they woro 
liaiid.some boys, and yet their poor little 
blue toes stuck ou'. out of their little red 
and broken shoes, while tho bliat outside 
seemed at times almost to out.shriek the 
Ijlast that Mr. Stone was giving the cor- 
ru])t city government at that time. 

Finally ho called the boys to him and 
asked them whose children they wore — 
if they had any father. One of tho lads 
rnhhed his purple foot against the calf 
of the (ilher lei; and said in a pathetic 
child treble, while his little chin quiver- 
ed, "We are Mr. Field's li tlo beys."

"Is it possible," ho 
said to himself, "that wo are aeeepting 
the wonderful work of this wonderful 
man, yet failing to p.ay him enough to 
keep his family from want 1" On the 
following day (j cue's salary was doubled, 
and patting tho little boy-s on tho head 
that eveiiii g he conipilmented them on 
the way they had "created the piirt," 
and ho gave each of them a nice candy 
cane over five feet iu length. 

Three years ago, on a professional trip 
with Mr. Riley, and while my wife was 
with mo bound for the coast, we got 
word lit Kans.^3 City that the children 
had been attacked sinultaneously with 
scarlet fever, iip.d so it was necessary to 
give up the California trip. 

Our manager hated to give up the 
tour entirely, and in order to make it 
more impressive wired that I was ill, 
which WHS all right for a manager, but 
would not do for anybody else.

Mr, Field is an erudite scholar and a 
great collector of antiques. I have pro- 
promised him a joke of mine to put with 
a bookworm which he has in a bottle of 
alcohol. 

In his oflico wlnle at work once he was 
interrupted by a very raw visitor who 
wanted to see how he thought his 
thoughts. "Do you think them easily?" 
ho asked. "Do you think them between 
meals, or how ' ' 

"Oh, I never know when it will attack 
me," Field said, "This divine racket is 
liable to catch mo at any moment." 
lie then looked fnr away and his .symmet- 
rical limbs began to jerk. 

"Excuse me a moment," ho said; "1 
must write a poem. " He then put his 
feet on the table, with one heel in a veii- 
' ilator over his head, and wrote that 
beautiful and pathetic little thing that 
has s))oken with tenderness and tears in 
many lands, the story of "Littlo B y 
'line." The visitor did not know that 
Gene had already written it in hs mind 
and only wanted a lit lo leisure to put it 
on paper just as the visitor came in, but 
it happened so, and now he reports in his 
homo in. Egypt, Ilia., that Mr. Field has 
times when lie can no more help writing 
a poem than a man can avoid feeling a 
freshly painted letter box.

Having won yonr husband, during tho 
first few months of uuivried life yon nat- 
urally wi.ih to keep him, to have liini 
yonr.s not only in liiw but in spirit, to bo 
BO united that the years and the trials 
before yon, us before every child of 
Adam, shall only bind yon more clo-soly. 
And also, what i.i of oven greater im- 
portance, that yonr life together shall 
not bo narrowing; that you .shall make 
and not luiir each other's mentiil and 
moral growth. 

Tho first and tho most important dutj' 
of the wife— tho indi.sponsablo factor 
in their united well being— is to prc- 
Ecrvo her own individuality. A man 
may enjoy having a hninan echo, but he 
will never respect her, and mutual re- 
spect is the keystone in the arch of a 
perfect marriage. His enslavement of 
tho ono who should stand by his side to 
help and to sliaro iu his moral growth,' 
rcact.s upon liim.solf; ho cannot rise far 
wliilo his wife is under his feet. In 
spito of himself ho ia narrowed; his sel- 
fishness and love of rule are ciiltiyated; 
he degenerates day by day. If tho wife 
had no duty whatever to herself or her 
children; if gIio woro created for tho 
sole pnrpo.so of ministering to her hus- 
band (as, indeed, some men think she 
was), it would still be her siicred duty 
to place herself by his side, to preserve 
her individuality, lo retain her self rc- 
.speet and to insure being rc.^pocted bj- 
hiin. What slio dooa i.s not half so im- 
portant a.-^ v.-hat F,ho is. 

Self iibnogatiun then is ro far from 
being a wife's duty that it is an actual 
urimo a.gainst her Inisbanil'a and chil- 
dren's best intorcsfH. To ulLcrly efface 
lipraolf, to yield to lu r natural nu.self- 
ishness and live only to serve those 
about her is in fact sowing in them the 
seeds ofsomo of the most perniciona 
and irrailicablc moral evils. 1 am aware 
that ibis v.; not tho popular view, but a 
close study of tho families of truly self 
effacing women would surprise most 
people, 

Such a woman reaps bor snro reward 
in tho scorn and neglect of her husband, 
and tho c::action.s and contempt of her 
children. If she doo.s everything for 
them, they soon como to regard her as 
their natural slave and to e.\-pcct her 
service; if she gives up all her own 
tastes and ■wishes for them, they soon 
grow to despise her. Such are tlie ter- 
rible penalties attached to tho self abne- 
gation of a wife and mother, and few 
who suJEer the result- so^tjeot the cause. 

The remedy for all this, which is in 
yoiiv own hands, iny sister, is by no 
means in cultivating yonr own selfish- 
nosfj, but in realizing your tmo position, 
and taking it, or, in a wortl, preserving 
your own individuality. Take deeply 
to heart tho golden saying, "Familiarity 
breeds contempt." and while partaking 
licnrtily of the pleasures and oven the 
nonsense of your household, always stop 
short of entire giving; always have your 
o^v^l room, from which you are at liberty 
to exclndo everybody;' your own pur- 
suits, which yon do not give np at every 
beck and call. This is not a small mat- 
ter, as it ui.'iy seem; it is deeply signifi- 
cant; it is of vital importance. 

Again, my si.stcr, do not grow dull 
and stupid, bound down to a set of nar- 
row duties; this mistake has wrecked 
the lives of thousands. Can you wondci 
that a man, even a husband (for I might 
say, especially a husband, smarting 
under tho feeling of being bound) turns 
from a dull, faded, tired specimen of 
Ai^omanhood. who talks to htm only of 
servants or childi-en, or of what he 
ought to do, to a brighter, perhaps a 
youn;;er one, who i.s lively and chatty, 
and entertains him without constituting 
herself a judge of his duty? 

It's all wrong of course, but we'll not 
discu.s.'i his wrong- doing; what 1 say is 
that you are greatly to blame for it. It 
in yonr duty to Iceep yourself interested 
in things beyond your four walls, to 
know what is going on in the world and 
be able to break tho dull monotony of 
tho domestic circle by conversation out- 
side of home affairs. It is bettor that 
you have yourself some external inter- 
ests, that you should join a woman's 
club, or n charity organization, or a 
Browning class, and go out part of every 
day to lot tho breezes of heaven blow 
new life into you. Then, when -you 
como together in tho evening you will 
bo enlivened from contact with others, 
able on your side to oiitortain and amnse, 
and to do yonr share toward brighten- 
ing the spot you call home in other ways 
than by 'polishing the br-asses or making 
tlio fu'mituro Bhine. 

To this end it is your boundon duty to 
keep your.self young, and as well dressed 
as yon can afford, and whoti yon begin 
to tado to avoid abovo all things falling 
into carelei^s ways. Throw away tho 
hideous old wrapper and slippora, abol-i 
ish tho long aprons and stQol your hearti 
against tho seductions of a careless knot 
of hair. On tho contrary, select yonr 
gownis with care, inako your aprons 
pretty, put up your hair in,|,l)e most bp-: 
cpp^iiig in8npqr,,ancl iieyer, leaye .yonrj 
room in a dress you vyotild hot receive a: 
caller in. In a word, preserve any ex- 
ternal atlnictions you havo and conceal 
tho ravages of timo in the most pleasing 
.way possible. 

'Above all, never forget that youth and: 
ago nro from within. Keep young in 
heart, never subside into armcliair and 
slippers, never got too old to enjoy good 
music and art. A woman young in 
heart is as brijjht and enjoys lifo with as 
much zest at seventy as many do at; 
thirty. You havo it in y6u|fp^'«^ertoj 
keep yourself young in th"o'ught''"ailh 
feeling and thoroforo young in looks. 

To accomplish all this you must keep 
well. Health and illness are much un- , 



fler the control of the will. Many a bed- 
ndden invalid ■\vould bo walking about 
and enjojnng life today if sho mid insisc- 
ed upon it, had fought her aches and 
pams and kept right on as if she had 
none," BoliQvo|hii^'m3''8isfe3r. ' ' I assiire 
you it is" true; " ' ' ' "' 

A most important thing ia to become 
a companion to your husband. It is 
quite possible that yonr book knowledge 
is greater than his. While you had 
timo and a father's iiionoj' to send yon 
to college and givo you intellectual ad- 
vantages ho has had to bo winning his 
way in the world to be able to support a 
lionsehord. Tlieref'oro yon can bo of 
immense uso to each other, for while 
you — if you do not assume the aggres- 
Bivo in theae matters— can guide and 
help him in delightful ways of intellec- 
tual cnltnro, ho can teach yon a certain 
breadth of view that men get from 
iningliug with tho world. 

IIo can help yon to become interested 
in tho polities of our country, in social 
questions, in problems our foreign broth- 
era (are settling with their heart's blood. 
Both sides nro necessary to a well round- 
ed character; excessive devotion to either 
narrows tho lifo and tho views. If yon 
are not interested in the subjects men- 
tioned, study and become so. Not to 
echd'him, but to givo intelligent atten- 
tion to what interests him and to be 
ablo to givo him the benefit of two points 
of view. 

Yon want also to lend your aid in 
keeping him alive to what is going on 
in tho world of deed, as well as in the 
world of letter.s, in keeping him public 
sjnritod and up to his duty as a citizen. 
Never fail to shov,* him the cowardice, 
the weakness of saying (as so many of 
our best men do), "Politics is a hopeless 
lauddle, thorofoto 1 will not vote," 
which is 111 effect • saying, "Bad men 
liave got hold of tho government, the 
making of laws, and .aro doing every 
thing pos.siblb to ruin our country, 
therefore I'll shut myself up at honiei 
and let them have their own way.'' 
Make him feel, on tho contrary, that 
every good man has a sacred duty — to do 
what one man can to purify politics. 

The making of a homo is your beanli- 
fnl and blessed work. No o;io elao can 
do it, and it is because of your need of 
vrksdoui and of the importance of all 
thcso points tVat 1 have dwelt upon 
them. There can bo no real home where 
is not affection, intolligenco, justice to 
tho least ono, respect for all and a mu- 
tual desire lo make happy. Gruiu'oling 
and dictating, fretting and nagging are 
tho fooa of llie homo lifo, tho i)etty vices 
that undermino so many families. The 
first twQ may bo usually laid at yonr 
husband's dcwr, tho last two are more 
often your own faults. Could yon but 
realize the power for good of a true 
homo, in the lines of both parents and 
childroti, I am sure ho fretting word 
would ever a.gain como from your lips, 
no nagging would ever again drive your 
dear ones out into tho world av/ay from 
you for peace.' 

Ono cause of the prevention of these 
vices is tho belief that has been in- 
stilled into women of their responsibility 
for all the faults and shortcomings of 
their households. How can a wife or 
mother who so believes avoid a constant 
effort to cure the faults sho sees so 
plainly? So soon aa she rises out ^f this 
falsity and grasps the truth that she is 
not responsible; that while it is her duty, 
as it is generally her pleasure, to do her 
best to influence for good, with the re- 
sult sho has nothing to do, how much 
liappier will it bo for all! 

"■Throwing cold v.'ater" is, 1 fear, ono 
of your pet ■vices. To dampen the en- 
thusiasm of tho children, to throw doubt 
on tho reality of their dear delusions, to 
check alike their noisy animal spirits 
and their generous impulses; likewise to 
see nothing attractive in your husband's 
plans, and instantly to \5itch upoii the 
ono difllculty instead of trying to find a 
way out of it; to mildly scoff at his en- 
thusiasm, to speak with a superior air of 
his love of hunting and fishing, for ex- 
ample, aa a weakness that ' must he 
tolerated; or meet his warm . praise of 
the sailing of his yacht in a severe man- 
ner that plainly accuses him of selfish- 
ness or extravagance in keeping ono. It 
may very likely be both, but that is not 
tho way to convince him nor tO promote 
peace and good will, which are of more 
value than all the money at his com- 
mand. 

Nor do you always remember that 
everything yon do to take away from 
tho perfect freedom and enjoyment of 
homo adds an attraction to other places 
deadly foes of tho homo. If you make 
a man feel small and mean, what mbre 
natural than that he should go whero 
his self estocui is raised.-' it's so much 
easier than lo reform his life! And ro- 
meiuber, too, that by tho voice of society 
and custoin ho is perfectly justifiable in 
seeking any refuge from an uncomfort- 
able homo. 

I will cud with tho words of a thought- 
ful writer: "Love in tho family, in the 
homo, in nociety and in tho world is tho 
fuUillment of tho law! IIo or she who 
loads a thoroughly loving life not only 
'lives in Qod,' but shares something of 
Qod's own power to move and bless the 
world."

To make a really exquisite photograpn 
frame cut — no, tear— two pieces of water 
color paper eight by ten inches in size. 
Lightly sketch in tho center an ellip.se 
large enough to show, wiien cut out, a 
cabinet photograph. Do not cut it out 
yet, however, biit with a coarso brnsh 
and some water color cobalt blue, shade 
each embryo frame from a deep color 
at the edge to white where the opening is

to be made. While each is drying pre- 
pare two similar sized sheets, without 
any place for openings, and shade them 
away to the center, wiiich should bo al- 
most whife. These will form the backs. 
Take the fronta'and 'vviih'the deep color 
outlino largo stoinless daisies, arranged 
so that each one's petals touch some of 
those on either side around the ellip.so. 

When these aro dry place the paper 
on a board and cnt out the opening with 
a knife point, following. thp lines of the 
petals jyli'ere, they; Ue^^^**'.t9, 9^''*' 
Prepare two B'heets'bf''l3natof 'board a 
littlo smaller than tho sheets of tinted 
paper and glue one behind each piece 
which contains the opening. A little 
glue in eaijh conjjair.will lbe all ..that 'is. 
necessary. " Lastly, glue the tiiited bacics 
to tho other side of tho bristol board 
and place all under a heavy weight to 
become (inite smooth. Tho next step is 
to put gilt centers to all the> dai.sies. 
Finally pnouh holes, in each half of the 
holder, one near the top, one near the 
bottom, and •,fasten with narrow blue 
satin ribbon.

SomtJthIng About tho.Natlves of Pern' 
'— A ClyUIzed JPe'bple. • 

Amongst the most lniercsting of tho 
stones t -Id by Mr. W. 'J.. Macaulay, of 
this euy, about his recent trip to Chili 
and Peru, is the following. He sayar 
"On my return trip, while anchored at 
Chula, Lieut. George Stafford, a Mr. 
Dorsey and Mr. .leans, got on our ship. 
They wore just back from Ancoii, Bol- 
ivia. Lieut. Stafford is one of the com- 
missioners sent to Peru to collect anti- 
quities for the Chicag,) exposition, and 
Mr. Dorsey was collecting for the Pea- 
body Inssitute, Mass. They told me'6f 
valuable and interesting articles they 
havo unearthed, including seventeen 
mummies, specimens of ancient pottery, 
spinning atjd' wettvit^ titansils'ttnd ii'-'dcm'- 
siderable number of textile fabrics. 
Ancon has already a world-wide repu- 
tation on account of its vast aboriginal 
burial ground covering an area of several 
square miles and ciaitiiiniiig most varied 
as well as interesting relics of the edrly' 
inhabitants of Peru. Tho Javaros, one 
of tho tribes, occupies the country from 
the upper Pastaza to Santiago down to 
cho pongo of Manasericlie. They liv» 
like the Yaporos, rear pigs and fowls in 
abundai;ce, hunt monkeys and eat all 
kinds of animals. Tliey -.ireserve their 
dead by drying them by moans of a slow 
fire and much smoke and thus mummify- 
ing them. i "'-^-'^ 

The Javaros aro said to be a fair nice of 
pcoplo owing to tho capture of some 
Spanish women in 1599. They bava 
liberty and can tolerate no yok.>, but 
havo fixed homes, cultivate maizo and 
yucas, and live in well built huts. The 
feathers of which their garments are 
made, are furnished principally by three 
birds, viz : the famchaw or familiar cook 
of the rock, a beautiful bird of soft, 
acarlet jilumago, the liend being snr- 
n.ouiited by a tuft of feathers; another 
bird of dor'p cobalt blue, c.illed by the 
Indians, sinaini; the third, a specie of 
Toucan. Lieut. Stafl'ord says ho has 
seen the royal feathers of tho King of 
Hawaii, but they cannot C(jmparo in his 
estimation, so far as artistic contrast of • 
color is coiiceruod, with the garments^ of 
tho Javaros. . ' ' '5 ■ 

"The Indians who inhabit the ncrthem 
mountains of Peru, and were now con- 
quered by either tho Incas or the Span- 
iards, are described by Markham as hav- 
ing light, muscular bodies, animated 
black eyes, acquiliiio nose and thin lips. 
Tho Indians kill tlio birds with a pucima 
or "blow gun," made by forming two 
straight half tubes wrapped together, 
the hollow part of the two pieces forming 
a straight, smooth bore. Darts or lontr, 
sharp bamboo needles, and calabash, con- 
taining seita or vegetable silk, afo used, 
wrapped in the form of a bulb arjund the. 
dart. 

Amon; other objects of special interest 
a subterranean chamber was discovered. 
In it, seated oH -a. kind of platform ot 
throne constructed of reeds, was found, 
tho mummy of a female. Befoie her lay- 
many utensils, and on each side, leaning 
against her shouldeis, were bundles of 
reeds tied together with thread of th& 
brightest colors, in a calabash were the.„ 
remains of small fish, like pejafeyes; ia 
an carthern bowl were sea crabBjti,a per- 
fect state of prcservatfon, and in tlie jars 
were found ears of red maize and bran.. 
Two water jars had evidently contained . 
either water or checa. Nearly all iliovca- 
sels had been covered with calabash bowls' 
and saucers, placed in an inverted posi- 
tion over them. In the chambers bolore 
mentioned wore two other mummies,' onb 
of them being that of an infant,- the 
other that of a child about two years of 
age. Each mummy had its accompany- 
ing jars of food. The floor of tho cham- 
ber was nine feet below tho surface and 
tho roof consisted of two mats of 7;} foot 
square, supported by rafters of pacay 
wood, and these mats were made of reeds; 
similar in every way to those now used 
by tho Camerono fishers. In making 
their traps the iipper'mat was laid 'upoa 
tho lower one so that its reeds lay ilb 
transverse iinsititui across those of the- 
latter. On tho roof was thrown locao 
tlia oiling of mosslike plants, that may 
still bo seen growing on the liillsideaL 
w iiich slope dov,-!! to the Ancon deserts. 
Tho roof was two and a half feet below 
thn surface. Two mummies woro found 
laying horiz ntally acmas the roof, their 
accoini)anying huacas or food vessels be- 
ing in no way distinguishable in form or 
quality from those in the chamber be- 
low." v;' - ■ ;<■■■

For a good many years pasb Mr, W. J.

five month's trip tho gentleman named 
has just completed, to tho i^reat luid al- 

• moat unknown South American republics, 
Chili and Peru. That tho following ex- 
tracts willbe read with great interest, there 
can bo no doubt. Tor tho sake of con- 
venience, tlio account of Mr. Macaulay's 
travels are "run in," in the manner of a 
straight story with dates hero and there. 
And this is how it reads : 

Oct .3, 1891 : 1 sailed from San Fran- 
cisco on the Oolima. The captain and 
officers were kind, attentive and always 
ready to give us any information required. 
A run of six days brought us to JLizat- 
lau, our first stopping phioe, 1,317 miles 
fronv 'Frisco. The heat was intense. 
The steamer anchored about a mile from 
shorol A tug and tender brought out 

,-fcaight and returned loaded. Any num- 

■ bor' of Brnhll boats were in readiness to 
take any passengers who wished to go 

.ashore. . ..^ . ■ 

Tno Mexicans aro dark and swarthy, 

■a mi.xlure of Sjiaiiish, Indian and Negro. 
The clothing of the jiour class is very 
scant, and 1 think tlioso who sufl'ered 

^'from the heat as I did, rather envied 
tlieir'style of undress. Tho streets are 
narrow, buildings nearly all of adobe 
and one story high. Oocasionally you 
will see a two story house. Tho shops 
were well stocked with a fine class of 
goods. Wo had an excellent dinner at a 

■lirst-class ho'el kept by a Frenclnnan. 
Wo visited one of the soiioola, the toiich- 

- era of which were native girls, find tho 
pupils, numbering about fifty, wore 
bright, intelligent looking children. A 
cigar and cigarette factory employs be- 
tween three and four hundred native 

•boys and girls. The merchants, wlio are 
principally French and German, ship 
their goods into tho interior on nniles. 

On tho eveiii)ig of tho !)th we set sail 
again. Monday, the 11th, fine, but so 
hot 1 • We passed the -islands of Tres- 
Marinos, San Palas and Cabo Corriutn, 
insight of land all tho way from Mnzat- 
lan°to Aoapulco. Saw any number of 
largo sea turtles swimming ou tho water, 
sea gulls resting comfortaljly on their 
backs. Acapulco has a beautiful harbor, 
nearly land locked— tho finest on the 
coast. The town is small but very in- 
teresting. With tho exception of the 
xjhnrcb and fort, tiie buildings were (luite 
modern, erected witliin the last twenty 
v^aifl. Tho fort, now used for a peni-

tontiary. is' over 150 years old. 



The 



town was destroyed by an eartliqnake 
«ome few years ago, leaving notliing 
standing bat.tho fort and ohuroli. Fruits 
of all kinds aro grown here, cocoanuts, 
oranges, limes, i)ine apples, nnngoes, 
plantains, etc. Several English and 
Oorman ships woro unloading coal, Aca- 
pulco being tho cfjaling port for all the 
mail steamora. 

We left Acapulco on the 14th, sailing 
by the city of San Bonoto. Wo ens'; au- 
thor at OcoB, the Brst port in tho repub- 
lic of Ouateniala, a Binall insignificant 
1owii. A little further on wo came to 
.Ohamporico, a toivn of 300 people, pret- 
tily bituated and is 2,447 miles from San 
Francisco. Coflee and indigo arc niised 
in large quantities in tho vicinity of 
Champerico. The average export of 
cofTeo a year is 300,000 quintals. The 
houses at Champerico, wi h tho excep- 
tion of the customs house, are built of 
bamboo. 

From Champerico, a railroad o4 miles 
long, brings you to Ilo'.alhulcn, a town 
■in the iiitorior, wdth a ))opiiliition of 
about 4,000, a thriving place with electric 
lights and other modern iiui)rovumentB. 

A sliort run of 74 mili s from Chnmiicr- 
ico brought us to San Joso. We anchor- 
ed as usual about a mile from slioro. Tho 
passengers wcro landed in a rather poou- 
liar style, being lot down in a barrel by 



means of a steam windlass, one by one 
into small boats, then rowed to tho 
docks, where wo were hoisted out in 
iron cages large enough to hold four per- 
sons. ' 

l^'rom San Joao wo took tho train fc ) 
tho city of Guoteniala, about 75 miles in- 
land. Tho road runs througli a beauti- 
ful couniry, palms on both aides of tho 
track, forming a continuous evergreen 
arch. Tho rojidi loading into the Uifl'er- 
ont plantations aro all arched in the samo 
muuuor, lormuig deliciouily cool protec- 
ti n from tho hot sun of tho tropics. 
Wo stopped at Eacueiitla half an hour fur 
lunch. All trains moot there. From 
this station our way lay through sugar 
and oofltio plantations, horse, cattle and 
goat ranches. The cofleo grows from 
seed to he quite largo trees, iivo or six 
feet high. Wo ran along a beautiful 
lake for about throe niiloj. Indian 
women wore washing their clothes, fts- 
ing largo, flat stones for wash-boards. 
The city of Guatemala is 4,500 feet 
above tho level of the sea and was de- 
lightfully cool. It is a beautiful city, 
with a population of 150,000. Tho pub- 
lic buildings are fino. Tho cathedral, a 
very old one, is 330 feet long by 100 
feet wide, filled vi h magnificent paint- 
ings. It fronts on the piazza, which is 
beautifully laid out with fountains, 
flowers and trees. Tlio Btroots are paved 
with stone and ki jit very clean. All tho 
bes; buildings are of stone and brick; 
tho poorer of bamboo. 'J'ho liandsonio 
residences are nil built with courts in tlie 
centre. You enter througli archways 
from tho sidesvalk. Galleries from the 
different rooms all lead into tliese courts, 
which aro always filled with tropical 
plants and flowers. Tho city is well 
provided witli electric fight and horso 
oars. We returned to San .lose, finding 
it very hot after tho cool breezes of Ouat- 
eimila. We aro now 2,520 miles frmn 
'Frisco. 

Sunday, the 18th,;we arrived at Aca- 
jutla, San Salvador,* a snaall outlet for 
clio island towns. Stationed here is a 

small regiment of soldiers, wearing a uni- 
form of red witli black stripes, red caps 
and bare feet— not vory awe-inspiring. 
Ac Aoajutia we could seo two volcanos 
in active orrup'ion. Tho water around 
our ship was alive with sharks. On my 
return trip from Chili wo met tho Cham- 
pion at this port." Thirty niilea from 
Acajutla, in Honduras, wo came to Liver- 
tad. From hero we could seo tian Mi- 
quel, another active volcano. 

Tuesday, 20th, wo reached Corinto. 
Tho ontranco to this harbor is very beau- 
tiful, both shores lined with tropical 
trees and fruits 6E all kinds. Small 
boats laden with fresh vegetables, fruits, 
parrots, monkeys, etc., and rowed by 
native women, surrounded our ship as 
wo approached the town. The custom 
liouso officers came out in their gigs, 
rowed by briglit natives, dressed in sailor 
coatunio. The ])opulation of Corinto is 
1,000. A train leaving Corinto at u a.m. 
connects with a boat on Lake Nicaragua; 
crossing to tho other side of tho lake an- 
other train takes you to Qranda, a town 
with a population of 20.000. Loko Ni- 
caragua is 110 miles long by BO wide. 
The water is fresh. 




THE LATE PRESIDENT BALIIACED.V. 

We loft Corinto at 2 p.m., Wednesday, 
21st. We have on board ex-Governor 
Pachico, of California, and now minister 
to two or tlireo of the Central American 
republics, with his hoad(juar ers at Guat- 
emala, and Mr. Shaiian, American Min- 
ister to Nicaragua, San Salvador and 
Costa Rica, with headquarters at Puiitas 
Arenas, a small town about 2C0 miles 
south of Corinto. Bladam Lavala, wife 
of Gen, Lavala, who had been banished 
from Guatemala for having opposed tlio 
House of Assombli' there, jninod her 
husband at Punta Arenas. We sailed 
from this port Wednesday, 21th. Tho 
next day and night wo had a heavy rain 
which was quite refreshing. We steamed 
along through many islands, some of 
whicli had been used for cemeteries, but 
niado no more stoppages till wo reached 
Panama, on Oct. 21, at 3 p.m. Here 1 
remained seven days waiting fur the 
Chilian ateainer I\Iiiipo. I parted with 
my feUow passengors; many of thcni 
crossed by rail to Aspinwall, takini; tho 
steamer for New York. The Grand Cen- 
tral Hotel here is kopt by two limtlu'i K, 
.John and ileniy Schuber — fine, gentle- 
manly men, who do all in tlieir power for 
the comfort ( f their guests. 1 think tho 
.heat is rather ovor|)i)woriiig for .Joliii, 
who is neverscon without his large palm 
leaf fan. Tho Central is a three story 
building opposite the piazza. The catlie- 
dral.a handsome edifice on the oast side of 
tho i)lftzza, and the bishop's palace on tho 
south. On tho west side is a four story 
building, covering a block of ground. It 
is occupied by ollicers of tho Panama 
Canal Co., and 1 was told they pail Erh- 
nian, a rich banker, §250,000 for tho 
building as it now stands. A large staff 
of clerks take care of the; millions of dol- 
lars worth of niachinory and buildings bo- 
longing to tho P. 0. Co. Tho pay roll 
amounts to .?40,000 per months. 

Sunday, 25lh, after mass, drove out 
two milos to Boca, to boo tho wreck of 
the Panama Canal enterprise. Tho 
amount of money wasted here must liavo 
been enormous. Dredges, dumping 
trucks, tugs, steam 'shrivels, etc., are 
scattered all along the length of tho 
canal. In Aspiniviill tlio company built 
palaces and fmni.shed them without re- 
gard to ciist. Tiiesu aro now all in tho 
hands of the caretalcors. 

Monday, 2()t!i, visited the penitentiary. 
It is inside tho f jrtitications, a miserable, 
wretched pl«ce,lillBd with Negroes, China-, 
men. Spaniards, Indians, in fact men of 
all raoes and colors. Tho convicts aro all 



huddled together, some of them almost 
naked, and U' t much discipline among 
them, tho overseer being an old convict. 

Tho market, a very^largavpuo, tilled 
with meats, vegetables fruitii'ond grocer's 
stands, is run by half-breods and not 
kept very clean. Tho stores, wholesale 
and retail, are well stocked. Tho l ativo 
hackmon aro very cruel to their animals, 
beating them, till sometimes the animal 
refuses to move and has to bo taken out 
of the harness. ! : 

Business men are up at half,paisfc'_fly.o— 
but from eleven a. m. to bno p;' m. -no 
L'ontleman can be seen' as his it is, break- 
fast time. 

Friday the 30th Mr. Gare and I visited 
the Hosjiital. It is two miles from the 
hotel. There aro 30 largo aubstanti.-il 
buildings around tho mountain easj' of 
access by good winding roads. Tho build- 
ings are all of wood on stone piers built 
by the P. 0. Co., and handed over to tho 
Sisters of Charity. Presenting my letter 
to Mother SupO' ior,who could only spe.ak 
French and Spanish, we were athiiitLed 
and shown over tho establisliment. I\Iy 
friend, fortunately understood Spanish sn 
we got along very nicely. Everything 
was l}eautifully clean. lu a atore ruoin 
40x20 aiid 14 feet high, were piles of 
clothing of all kinds loft in chargu^of the

sisters, by the Panama C. C. for their 
own sick. The grounds around tlio dif- 
ferent Imspital buildings aro beautifully 
kept. Being high up they conuuand a 
good view of tho sea. From tho Hospital 
wo drove around the mountain to an elo- 
gaiit establishment. It was built and 
furnished by aFrench ongincerof theP.C. 
Co. at a coat of §300.000. About the 
timo it was ready for occupation his son 
and daughter died, lie and bis wife 
wont to France, but in a short time re- 
turned. Thoy liad boon in Panama bu 
a little while when he lost liis wife. 
Broken- hearted he returned to Paris for 
aood. Before leaving, two beautiful sad- 
dle horses belonging to hia wife and 
daus{hter, were shot by his order. Ho 
could not bear the thought of any one 
else using ihem. 

Saturday 3l3t we went on board tho 
Mai|)0, bound f(ir Vidparaiao. .Sunday, 
Monday and Tuesd y the wind blew vory 
hard, making the steamer very cool and 
pleasant. 620 miles from Panama we 
sighted'^ land again. We crossed the 
Equator at G a. in., and reached the 
Guayacpiil Ri\ or about ten. The country 
on cither side of the river is very flat, but 
picturesque with its wealth of tr(ipit;al 
vegetation, A fine ranching ccjuntry well 
stocked with cattle, sheep and gcjals. At 
tho Port of Guaya(juil wo took on about 
50 head cif cattle. The method of load 
ing these cattle is very cruel,' Two Ioiil; 
poles aro placed across a canoo. At each 
end of these pjles two cattle are fastoiuid 
by the honis. Thn canoes are then ])ad 
die 1 out to tho ship, tho animals swhu- 
ing along Bide. A chain worked by steam 
power is let down the side of the shi|). 
fastened to a ropo around the horns and 
the poor brutes are hoisted up a distanci;, 
of about 30 feet. Guayaquil, in tho Ko- 
publ:c of Equadoris 8U0 miles from Pan- 
ama. 210 miles from Guayaquil, we 
reached Payta our first stoppi'ig place in 
Peru. Before we woi o anchored 1 coun- 
ted 24 large row bo;ita laden down with 
fi uits of all kinds, fresh eggs. etc. Tlie 
rowers were all women. Such a jabber, 
:ind tussle to bo tho first one at tiio stops 
which hang from tho ship's side I By 
means of long "poles with a hook on the 
end thoy catch on to the ropes and steady 
themselves. We took on 150 head of 
cattle and throe large barge loads of to- 
bacco. Tho Aconcagnua, the largest 
steamer of tho Pacific S. Navigation Co.. 
1500 tonnage, arrived at 3 p. m. During 
the Chilian war a shell struck the cabin 
on thu top deck doing niucli damage. It 
crashed through into tho dining room dc- 
atroying the captain's chair and smashing 
tho chandeliers, but fortunately no one 
was injured. A railroad runs into tliu 
interior from Payta. 

Friday the Otii was a beautiful morn- 
ing. We left I'ayt.a for Eceu 102 miles 
south. We saw about 30 strange looking 
IJsbing crafts sliaped like a cigar, and 
about ton feet long ; paddled by one man, 
they skimmed through tlie water very 
swiftly. A sail (jf 32 miles along a bar- 
ren coast brought us to P.iea.'iinayo. Tiio 
products brought from thu interior by 
rail aro rice, sugar, cotton and cattle. 
Fifty-nine miles further south wo took on 
a cargo of sugar and whisky. 

Nov. 8th wc had a fine view of C uno 
Mougon, a mountain 3000 feet high. Wo 
reached Callao Nov. 0th. This port 
boasts I filie only dock on tho Pacilic 
coast s'luth of Sail Francisco. It is built 
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of largo cut stono with breakwater. A 
dozen ah'))s can anchor at one timo. Mr. 
Gare, who is connected witli Messrs. 
Grace Brothers and 1, took the train for 
Lima and nut up at the hotel do France 
et d'Aiigtolone. Lima is a b^utiful city 
with a population of 160.000, handsoriio 
public buildings and private residences. 

The shops on tho main street remiiul 
nno very much of the Hue de Rio oli in 
Paris. There is a fino park, and quite 
an extensive menagerie connected with 
it. Also elegant churches. I visited 
about 20. Some of the altars cfmb $100, 
000. The Presidential Mansion covers 
half a block. It is a throo story build- 
ing. Through an arch way you enter a 
court filled with trees and flowers. Sev- 
eral tine lo(iking soldiers were on guard. 
The streets aro well laid out, some paved 
with asphalt and others with stone. Un 
all tho street cars you will find women 
conductors. The people are most refined 
lonking,and tho ladies are remarkable for 
their boouty. On the road from Lima to 



Callao we saw some aniall farms. They 
use an old fashioned wooden plough. 
The ox yokes rest on their nucks, bub are 
fastened to-tho horns, a cruel way as all 
tho strain comes on the horns. A gen- 
tleman t(dd mo the soils did not require 
deep ploughing. It was so rich a slight 
scraping was all that was necessarj'. In 
Lima I nio a Mr. Carmichael from Winni- 
peg and Mr. Iligginbothani, from Guelpli. 
They had been living in Peru for over a 
year and liked it vory much. At the 
hottfrthero was an old colored man Robert 
Brtjwn. Ho was born in To'onto and had 
spent sever >1 years at Eaquimalt, He 
sailed from there 28 years ago, and has 
boon in Lima over since. Poor old fel- 
low ; it seemed to renew his youth to 
meet with some ono from his native 
country. lie asked a thuusaiid and one 
questions about the old people of Toronto, 
many of whom aro dead and, gone. 

We wero glad to got back to our ship 
again. Captain Sulnion and hia ofHioers 
wero such ideaaant men to travel with, 
riiursday wo touched at Tambo de Mora, 
at Pisco and Cliala, all those towns being 
ports of entry. Tlio cuatoms officers put 
on a good deal of style. Tho ship cannot 
leave till their agent comos on board and 
sometimes then he will detain tho boat 
for two or three hours just to accomodate 
a friend who may want to write a few let- 
ters. Tho captain may do a little swear- 
ing, but no matter, the agent is the boss, 
and gives the word of command when it 
suits iiiin. 

At Mollendo, 152 miles south of Chala, 
Capt, Sulmou introduced mo to Mr. Gold- 
iiig the agent. 1 found him very agree- 
able. The buildings in Mollendo are of 
Oregon Pine. At Ho, the last stopping 
place in Peru, wo parted with ono of i ur 
passengors from Panama, a jolly little 
S|»aiUah woman. 

Sund y Nov. latli brought us to Arica, 
the liist lowm in Cliili. Tliero were many 
Eiiglisli and Freiicli sailing and steam- 
ships in port. The population numbers 
about 3,700. The site is r.xther fine, and 
during tho war between Peru and Chili 
in 1879, one of the great battles was 
fought hero. To the right of tho town, 
on top of a largo sand hill which rose in a 
|)erpendicular line from the sea, the 
Peruvians had a fortilicatioii. Tno Chil- 
ians marched their troops in back of 
Arica, and afcer fighting for hours, drove 
the Peruviana into tho sea. Not one es- 
caped. Gen. Buloguosa jumped bis horso 
over the clifl; Tho captain pointed out 
to me tho wreck of an American war sliip. 
Aug. 28tb, 1808 a tidal wave struck her 
as she lay anchored in tho harbor. She 
was landed high and dry, all her ofiicers 
and men on board, three miles in from 
Llie slujro. There she remained for five 
years when another tidal wave landed her 
where she now lies^ Peru has been rob- 
bed of some of her most valuable land in- 
cluding the Nitrate fields. Chili derives 
from these fields a royalty of 820,000,000 
annually. 

Arica is tlio port for Bolivia. A great 
many vegetables are brought bore from 
the inland towns and shipped to Pasagua 
and Iquique. Wo have been loading 
vegetables for tho last six h(mrs. 

ftlonday ICtli wo reached Piaagua. In 
1870 '& battle was fought, and a.large 
monument has been erected over tho ro- 
niaiiis of Chilian ofiicers and soldiers 
buried hero. The province of Tara])aca 
is frimous for its nitrate fields. Col. 
North made his iminonse fortune here, 
A railroad runs pandlel with the coast to 
Kpiique. Tho grade up the maintains is 
six feet to every iOO. liiuique, 37 milos 
from Pi.sagua, has a population of 25.000. 
It siitrered much during tho late revolu- 
tion, having been partially burned. It is 
nearly all reliuilt. There were 00 ships 
in p rt loading iiilr.ito. Wo wont on 
shore. I had several letters of introduc- 
tion to goKtlemon horo and found them 
vory courteous people. 

At Antofagasti, 226 miles south of 
Iquiquc, we wero a day and a half load- 
ing 700 tons of silver ore, and a quantity 
of s It. It is a busy town of 4000 people 
Init not very attractive. Houses are of 
wood. Thoy have a tine church and hos- 
pital, and nitrate and salt petro factory. 
A few miles south a largo smelter is being 
built. Five millions nf dollars have al- 
ready been expended on it, another rnil- 
1 on will finish it. The machinery was 
m.ade in San Francisco. The company is 
composed of Chilians. Tho mines are in 
Bolivia, and aro paying a dividend of 3 
per cent ]ier month. With their own 
smelter thoy will do much better. 1 met 
a Jlr. ,1. A. Busby, lyanager for the 
Juliet Nitrate Co., with head quarters at 
Taltal, Chili. Ho gavomemuobinformation 
about the ])eoi)lo and resources of Chili, 
Peru, and Bolivia, having lived among 
them 20 years. He said the Peruvians 
wcro not as industrious as tho Chilians, 
but were kinder in disposition and more 
sincere. Tliero wore 20 ships loading 
nitrate. 

Thursday 19th arrived at Taltal 111 
mil s below Antofagasta. Buildings are 
of Oregon Pine. Cliaiioual, 05 miles from 
Taltal, has a Ir.igo cupper smelter, l^e- 
foro the lato war there was a poimlation 
of 8000, ii'iw reduced to 3000. Business 
is very dull. At Caldera there aro two 
smelters closed on account of dull times. 
Tho gun ship "Blanco" was sunk hero. 
Capt. Selmen told me he was anchored 4u 
this harbor on the 20th of August. There 
wore 18 gun boats and steamboats in at 
tho samo time. Two cannon on the 
iniiunlaiu commaiuled tiio harbor and sea. 
'I'lie torpedo Aliiiirante Lynch, steamed 
around tho point under the guns, fired on 
and sunk the war ship Blanco Encalado. 
Over 200 nie» went down with hor. Tho 
Almiranto was built in England for tho 
Chilians. The tonnage of the Blanco is 
2400. Sho carried (15 22-ton guns. The 
other war ships started in pursuit of tho 
torpedo but could not catch her. We 
saw tho masts ui the Blanco ahovo the 
water, The govenimont intend raising 
her." Capt. Selmen commanding the 
Maipo. iind hia firat engineer wore given 
810.000 each, for running his boat carry- 
ing insurgent soldiers, out of Valpiraiso. 

Carrizal Bazo, a small town 70 miles 
from Caldera, has a smelter owiiotl by a 
privato conqiany. All kinds of fruits co- 
coanut, oranges, limes, pine apples, etc., 
grow in profusion here. Huaaco, the 
port fur Vallua is 08 miles south of Carri- 
zal Biizo. 

Saturday tho Slst, at Coquimbo, a 
simiU town of 4000. A little further 
south is Serena, a place of 25,000 inhabi- 
tants, Tlio w.iter is too shallow for boats 
to call, so all freights aro sent by rail 
from Coquimbo. 

Sunday 22nd wo reached tho end of 
our journoy, Valparaiso, It is a commer- 



cial city of 150,000 inhabitants. Tho 
buildings are all fino sbructuroa. Sun- 
day is the gala , day .for the aristo- 
cracy English ahd<i,,Spftiai8h: The 
day after my arrival I took up niy 
(pnirtora at the Vina del Mar, a beauti- 
ful place five miles from Valparaiso 
owned and kopt by E. Guillems Luttges, 
an American by birth. Ho is the right 
ninii in the right place and can welcome 
each guest in liis own language. A more 
beautiful place than Vina del Mar cannot 
bo wished for. 

Later on I visited Santiago, tho capital 
of Chili, a vory substanti,ally built city, 
Tho House of Assembly was in session — 
Tho r 'Om resembics that at (Jttawa, only 
on a smaller scale. Tho members keep 
their seats when speaking. The grounds 
aro beautifully kept. The streets wide 
and uniform; a boulerard called tho Ale- 
nieda runs from ono end of tho city to 
tho other. There aro four roads— one 
used for horse cars, tho othera for driv- 
ing purposes. Palm trees, flowers, and 
shade trees with sc. its alone, make it a 
lovely resort. At Vina del Mar I was 
introduced to Mr. F. Frendenburg, of 
Santiago. Ho drove mo all over the 
place ; took mo up to thj observatory, 
where I had a magnificent view of the 
whole city.

Eye- Witness to tlie Fatal Besceut of 
' a Snow Avalanche— Everybody 
Was "A Gittlu."

In tlio your 18G7 I found myself at Bio 
Janeiro, Bniiiil, just out of hcspital, not 
a dollar in ray iiocket, and ready to ask 
tho Amoricttn consul , to -send mo _t9 the 
United States in the name of charity. I 
had beenidut .with an Amorican whaler, 
and had been left there so broken in 
, health that no one supposed 1 could live 
two weeks. As tho ship had taken no oil 
there was nothing coming to mo. Indued, 
1 was in debt to lier, and but for tlio few 
dollars raised among tho men 1 should 
have boon a pauper on landing. 

One afternoon, >vh|le I was on my way 
to tho consulate to see what liel|) 1 could 
obtain, 1 , eiKjouutered an Englishman, 
whom I at once idoritifiod as a sailor- 
captain or mate. lie stopped and inquir- 
ed my name, nativity and occupation, and 
when 1 liad given him tlio information ho 
slapped me on tlie back and exclaimed : 

" It's a bit of luck tliat 1 met you ! I've 
got a place for you, and we'll drop in 
somewhere and have a glass and a talk. " 

He was n blunt sp<ikon man, but a cau- 
tious one. lie did not unfold his plans 
until ho had pumped me pretty dry and 
apparently satisfied himself that I was a 
man ho wanted. Even then I only got a 
part of the story, and am slill in the dark 
as to many particulars. Tlio sfcrangor's 
name was Captain ;Koberta, and lie bad 
given up the command of an Englisli brig 
on purpose toentoivupona hunt for treas- 
ure. Two years before, as ho informed 
me, a coasting schooner, which wfts carry- 
ing half a million dollars' worth of dia- 
monds, bosidt'S a large sum in rorgli gold, 
between Rio and Montevideo, had been 
wrecked about seventy miles below Porto 
Alegro. Why tb.is treasure had been in- 
trusted to a sailing vessel and whc'her ii 
belonged to church or state or some indi- 
vidual I never learned. The captain had 
nothing to say about that, and I bound 
myself to sooreoy regarding tho whole 
afl'iir. 

How Captain Roberts had located the 
wreck was a mattor 1 did not ask about, 
but 1 did hear it said that all tlie crow 
were lost. I was a sailor, and a diver, 
and he oHered to st<ind all the expense of 
tho search and give mo §IO,OOO.in gcdd if 
wo recovered the diamonds only. If we 
got the gold as well I was to have a larger 
share. He had chartered a coasting 
schooner for tbroo months, and was then 
getting aboard whatever ho thought would 
be needed. I signed with him tluit after- 
noon as mate, and three days after we had 
picked up all c ur crew. Fortunately for 
,U3^''a ship, camo in with twelve seamen 
rescued fiom'a liurning bark at aea, and 
wo took eight of them and a cook. This 
gave us eleven hands all told on tlio little 
ciaft, but wrecking is a thing demanding 
plenty of muscle at the cranks, windlasses 
,and tail rope.t. The crew proper were 
not let into tho secret, but signed for a 
voyage , to Buenos Ayrea and return. 
They were so happy at securing a berth 
that no one cared which way wo sailed or 
what tho object of the voyage. 

There was a Rio banker behind tho ex- 
pedition, as I accidentally discovered, but 
ho did not como near tho schooner, and 
0-iptain Roberts visited him only bynight. 
We were 30 yell provisioned and provid- 
ed that it must have taken a snug sum of 
money to fit us out. This the banker no 
doubt advanced and took his chances. At 
the custom house we cleared for the La 
Plata in ballast, bub soiiio of that ballast 
had been taken jiboard under cover of 
darkness, We had a diver's outfit, tim- 
bers, planks, spare casks, e.xtra ropes and 
chains, and about the last package received 
contained a dozen inusketa and a lot of 
fixed ammunition, ' We slipped out quiet- 
ly one night with the tide and before day- 
light camo wo were far away. 

Captain Roberts had a pretty fair chart 
of the roighborhood of the wreck, and 
after a speeaj run down the coast we 
reached it ono forenOon about 10 o'clock. 
^yhen wo camo to work lu H'lore we got 
sight of tho nujuntai;' ^^^,^1^^ laid u\;" » 

tue chart, and in a couplo of liours 
were satistied that the wreck was within 
a mile of us north or south. Just there 
was a reef about four miles ofl' shore and 
extending up and down tho coast for 
thirty miles. Behind this reef in many 
places was deep water right up to tho 
shore lino. It being sumnior weather, 
with tho winds light but holding steady, 
ure anchored • ff the reef, and then the 
men were told that « e had come to search 
for a wreck. It was all right with them, 
and aftor dinnc r two bouts woro lowered 
to begin the search. Taking tho schooner 
as tho center, wo pulled both ways, run- 
ning close to tho reef. Tho treasuro craft 
had been dismasted in a squall and driven 
shoreward, add we coniideutly expected 
to find li6r hull. ifit had not gone to 
"pieces, on or near tho reef. 

Before sundown wo had made careful 
soarcli for threo miles either way, but 
without finding tlio slightest trace of her. 
Next morning wo tried it again, but noth- 
ing was brought to light, in some places 
the reef showed above the surface at low- 
tide, in others there was plenty of water 
to carry us over at any time. The treas- 
uro craft might have hit tlie reef at a fa- 
vorable spot and boon driven almost to 
the bcAch ; but before accepting this the- 
ory wo got out tho drag and explored tho 
deeper waters seaward from' tho reef. Wo 
spent threo days ab this work, grappling 
■only tho rooks hidden away from thirty 
to sixty feet below, and using up tho men 
with the hard work. The schooner was 
then sailed over tho roof and anchored in 
a'snug berth in thirty foot of water, and 
■ WO'began tho search of tho shore waters. 

■Our progress of search was this : Each 
boat took certain shore bearings and cov- 
ered cortaiu territory hotwBon tho reef 
and tho beach. Tho water was so clear 
that Olio h<ilding an umbrella over his 
head to shut ofl' tho light could aoo the 
•bottom any where- at thirty or thirty-livo 
• feet, and thijro were no deeper spots in- 
■iido the reeft In' fact, the average depth 
♦(is 'only «boufc -twontyifivo feet. The 
shore was a rocky bluff crowned with a 



4cn80 foroati with a few yards of shingly 
beach at long intervals. \ 

Wo had searched this bay for four days, 
without luck when I had the good fortune 
to discover the wreck w-itli my own eyes. 
Sho lay within half a mile of tho beach in' 
in tw-oiity-two feet of water, and was bot- 
tom side up against a big rock. She had 
probably pasaed ihe reef in safety, but had 
struck this" roojkV which thrust its hc.ad 
within tlirod feet of the surfaco, and in 
going down had turned turtle. Itsoemod 
now that not a soul of her crow had es- 
caped, and how anybody had afterward 
located tho w-reck and made a cliartof the 
locality w-as a greater mystery than ov^r. 
Our first move was to bring tlio schooner 
as near as possible, and then wo began 
preparations to lift tho w rock. Slio must 
bo turned over, so as to Uoat on her keel, 
if nothing more. Lying bottom-up, there 
was no possible way to get into her cabin. 

Next day, aftor tho discovery, I w-ent 
down in niy diving drcfs and attached 
cliiiiiis to her starboard side. These were 
fpliced out .with stout roprs leading 
aboard of our aclioonor, and after half a 
day's work. wti wero .ready to haul. Wo 
could lift her a bit, but not more than a 
foot, and after working ono day w-o gave 
up that method for another. Casks were 
sent down to mo and attached wherever 
possible, !\m1 but for the presence ot 
siiarks wo w-i'uld bavo had her over in a 
day. As if ono monster had communicai,- 
od with another for miles up and down 
the coast, they gathered about the schoon- 
er and tho wreck, and I had tho closest 
kind of a call from being seized by a man- 
eater that was fully fifteen -feet long. 
Standing on our decks I counted eii'lity- 
six dorsal fins moving about us at ono 
time, and 1 don'i. believe that was half tho 
number of sharks within a circlo of a 
quarter, of a mile. Tlioro could be no 
more diving while they wore hanging 
about, and we sot to work to get clear of 
their compaiiy. Captain Roberts had 
forsoeu such an omorgenoy and had come 
provided.

1 doubt it a ship's crow ever had deeper 
rovongo on Sailor Jack's implacable 
enemy. Tho muskets wero brought up 
and four of the mon told oflT to use tlicni. 
A tifth ma'n was given charge of a whale 
lance, and tho rest of us were kept busyj 
administering a punishment which might 
be called barbarous by humanitarians. 
We heated bricks rod hot on tho galley 
stove, swiftly wrapped them up in cloths, 
and they no sooner touched tho w-ater 
than they wore gulped down. As soon as 
a shark w-as wounded by ball or lance so 
as to leave a trail of blood he was at once 
savagely attacked by others, and' our hot 
biicks soon turned a dozen or more big 
fellows belly uppermost. 

It was a regular circus for about threo 
hours, during which at least fifty of tho 
monsters wero slaughtered, and then 
those that were left alive suddenly drew 
off to the last one, a)id we did not sight 
another shark during our stay. I did not 
go down again for twonty-f^-ur hours, 
however, not feeling certain that some 
big fellow was not lying in w-ait behind 
tho wreck. When I did descend I found 
the schooner lifting to tho casks, and after 
attaching threo or four more sho slowly 
rose to tho surfaco. We then g<it the 
boats out and tow-ed her into a depth of 
fourteen foot and then swayed her over 
until she righted. She went to the bot- 
tom again, of course, as the casks no 
longer buoyed her, but w-e • xpectod that. 

It was now- a comparatively easy job to 
got at tho cabin of the treasuro craft. 
She bad been dismasted and most of her 
bulwarks swept away, and her bows bad 
been stove in as she struck tho rock a. 
Evoiyihing appeared all right aft, how- 
ever, and we had tho yawl anchored over 
the wreck and I was all ready to go down 
when we had a second interruption. A 
canting schooner going down tho coast 
and st<indi::;j woll in shoro, espied us, and 
either supposing wo wero in distres-i or 
actuated by motives of curiosity, she lay 
to ( ff tho reef and began to signal us, ask- 
ing what was tho matter. Wo answo'^cJ 
that wo ^vero all rigl'.t,, out ho was not 
satisfied. 

Sho lowered a boat to pull t.o us, but 
wo got a head of her. Tho captain hand- 
ed ino down a box of cigars and a dozen 
b(ittlc3 of wine, and 1 met the boat a niilo 
away. Tho captain himself was in tho 
stern shoots, and ho Bcomed considerably 
put out when told that wo had not been 
driven over the roof and were not in need 
of assistance. I told him that our schoon- 
er had been chartered by a naturalist, 
who was collecting fish from tho shoals 
and birds from the forests ashore,' and he 
swallowed tho story and returned to hi^ 
craft a happier man, 

When 1 camo to go down in my suit I 
found ulnKjst a clear deck. Sho had been 
schooner rigged and both masts had been 
carried -afvay at the deck. Beginning at 
tho heol of tho bo>ysprit and running 
along tho port side about twenty-fivo feet 
of her bulwarks w-ore k-ft standing. Cap- 
stan, windlass, hatch covers and tho sky- 
light of tho cabin had boon swept aw-uy. 
This latter fact was greatly in my favor, 
ua I could drop directly into tho cabin. 1 
v^as told to look for the treasuro in the 
captain's stateroom, hut my foot had no 
sooner touched tho cabin floor than my 
outstretched hands encountered some- 
thing which 1 know by the fei-l to bo a 
dead man. My finding liini in tho si'ua- 
tioii I did still further deepened tho mys- 
tery of tho whole expedition. Ho was- 
tied fast and I had to cut him loose with 
my knifo. Aa soon as released tho body 
floated upward, and tho men told mo that 
it'floatcd put to Beii with the tide,' riding 
on the surface like a cork. 

Evening was now drawing near, and 
further search was abandoned until an- 
other day. After breakfaat next morning 
I descended again,- and within two hours 
had the treasuro out of the wreck. I 



found it, not in' the captain's stateroom,' 
but on the fioor' of tKoimain cabin— the! 
diamonds were in a caist.irpn^box about.as 
largo as a child's savings' bank and tlie' 
gold in stout wooden boxes, and I left; 
nothing behind. 

From tlio treasure being found w-Iiero 
it was I argued that there had boon a mu- 
tiny before the storm, and that tho cap- 
tain had been tied in tho cabin and tho 
crow was making ready to divide up the 
spoils. Perhaps aftor driving over the 
reef and' strilcinrth(B';robfc^6ii!>'^Ka^ 
cast aslioro to toll th'd'story, and'it was'ori 
his information wo acted. If so, however, 
tho fact was not admitted. I learned no 
more than 1 liavo told you. Not ono i f 
tho crow know the value of our find and, 
sailorlike, askod but few quostiona. 

When the treasure was safe aboard wo 
ireturnod' to Rioi JPqv tour diys.iiota 
inan -w.is pbfniitted to IdaVe tho vessel. 
Then I received the sum agreed upon, 
with a considerable incicase, tho men 
wero made happy with a simg sum of 
monoy counted down to uiicli, and we 
wero all bundled aboard of a steamer 
bound for Cuba, each giving his proun'se 
to. say n'pthinpof the wrecking expedition 
to any bn'e. I learned later on tliat gov- 
ernment vessels searched for weeks for 
tlio wreck, and that tho Rio banker had 
to floe to E. gland f.;r safety, but that 
Fl)iily added to tho .strangeness of tho ad- 
venture instead of clearing up the .many 
mysteries. 

BY A HAIR'S BREADTH. 

It was a February day, with a warm 
sun and a Chinook wind fr<iin tlio Pacific 
ocean melting the snow. All along the 
trail, as wo wound up tho mountain side, 
great massos of snow seemed to overhung 
us, and more than oiico I noticed how 
anxious tho grizzly haired old guide siaom- 
ed to be. Only a narrow path had been 
cleared tliiougli the snow, and thetwenty 
mules followed each other in single file. 
Half \Miy up wo camo to four cabins occu- 
pied by minora. Threo brawny men in 
red shirts stood at tho door of one of the 
cabins talking as wo tiled past. Salutci- 
were given and returned, but wo had no 
occnsiim to halt. 

We had gono about 300 feet and w-ore 
about to make a turn in tho trail when I 
hahed to look back.

For a space half a mile wide 
there was neither tree nor shrub — not a 
yard of earth. The avalanche had ground 
its w-ay dov.-n to tho rocks heaved up in 
the convulsion of 10,000 years ago.

The army of the general whMC previous successes 
had terrified Europe was posted along the ascent with Ilougoumont, and the general himself hild'taken up liir 
stand in a farm house called the " Belle Alliance."
